Brod tip and Mr.E. P. Thompson—“ The 
Note-Book’ of a Naturalist,” and“ The ‘Pas 
sions of Animals”—-have lately overwhelmed 
us, with good stories about animale ;. nine in 
ten trae; ondoubtedly, and one in: ten, per- 
haps dimost'tod good to be true. Having 
lately read these books, and, moreover, the 
“ Zoologicat Reeréations,” publistied some 
time ago, by Mr, Broderip: we find. our brains 
so clogged with aneedotes of animals, that 
we are compelled to let a few of them flow 
out, leat we be stapefied by a congestion. 
Of course we accept legends: as. legends. 
‘It was onte beliéved ‘of crocodiles, that, 
after they had.caten a man comfortably, and 
lef€ -onty' his skull, at the sweet kernel of 
which—the brain—they ‘could not get, their 
tears. were shed-over the.bove until they soft- 
ended ‘it, and so’ the’skull was ‘opened, and 
the brain devoured. Whien that is told. us as 
a legend, we say certainly, it was a very 
quaint thing to believe of the tears of croco- 
diles. ‘Then, travellers’ tales ‘of the prover- 
bial kind are next of kin to legends. Here 
is.a very marvellous one, which Mr. Broderip 
tetis half-incredulously. Let us be bold and 
say. that we believe it... It is this. An Indian, 
having tamed a rattlesnake, carried it about 
in 4 box with -him, and called it his great fa- 
ther..‘ Mr. Pinnisance met with him as he 
was starting for his winter hunt, and saw 
him open the box-door and give the snake 
his liberty, telling it to be sure and come 
back to meet him, when he returned to the 


‘same spot next May. It was then October. 


Mr. Pinnisance laughed at the man, who im- 
mediately saw his: way clearly to a specula- 
tion in rum, ahd betted two gallons that his 
snake would keep the appointment. ‘The 
wager was made; the second week in May 
arrived ; the Indian and the Frenchman were 
on the aapoletel spot. The great father was 
absent, and the Intlidn; having lost his wager, 
offéred to repeat it, doubled, if the snake did 
not return within the next two days. That 
wager thé Frenchman took and lost. The 
snake, who (had | he speech) might have apolo- 
igised for being rather | behind his time, ap- 
peared, ‘and crawled into his box. We be- 
lieve this. Rattlesnakes are teachable; and, 
in. this instance, the keeping of the appoint- 
ment seems tous only an apparent wonder. 
Snakes-ate not giveti to travel in the winter, 
and the Indian's father, turned out of the box, 
made himself ¢nug at no gteat distance from 
the place of his ejectment. ‘Winter over, the 
Indian came back. His great father may 
have been dining heartily, and indisposed to 
stir; bat, as he grew more brisk, the accus- 
tomed invocation of his little son became ef- 
fectual, and brought the tame snake to the 


box as usual. 
Mr. Thomson classifies his tales of Animals 


according to the traits of character which 
they evince. Spiders have ears fer music. 
Disjouval—the authorities we transfer from 
our accessible friend’ and chroniclers, Mr. 
Broaderip or Mr. Thotnson—Disjouval' knéw 
a spider (such a spider was a person to know) 
who regularly placed himself upon the ceiling 
over a young lady’s head whenever she play- 
ed the harp, and followed her if she changed 
Ler position. The celebrated violinist, Ber- 
thome, (it is our shame never to have heard 
of him) when. a boy, saw a spider habitual- 
ly come out.to hear when he was practising: 
this creature atlast became familiar, and took 
a seat upon a desk: Lenz tells of a goose 
who followed a harp-player wherever he per- 
formed, probably to hiss him out of self-re- 
spect. Bingley tells of a pigeon in the 
neighborhood of a young lady who played 
brilliantly on the harpsichord ; the pigeon 
did not greatly care about her playing, ex- 
cept when she played the song of “ Speri si,” 
from Handel‘s opera, Admetus : then it would 
come and sit byt window, testifying plea- 
sure; when the song was over, it would fly 
back to its doveeote, for it had not learnt the 
art of clapping | wings for an encore. | 
In the matter of experience, we.can believé 
the story of a dog who either was‘ not bles- 
| sed with: glove of Music, or had a master 
given te! rpetration of atrocities against 
his canine ear, the dag whose peace was 
broken by his master’s practice on the violin, 
took’ every opportunity of hiding the stick. 
Platarch’s story of the mule we are at Ifberty, 
we hope, to set down in the list of pleasant 
fables. The mule laden ,with salt blundered 
by chance into a stream : on coming otit, it 
found its load to be so agreeably lightened, 
that it afterwards made a point of taking 4 
bath apon its travels. To cute it of this trick, 
the panniers were filled with sponge, and 
then when the mule came out of the -water 


with the sponges saturated, it felt a load that 


it had reason to remember: 


Dr. Pelican saw a party of rats ‘around the 
bunghole of a cask of wine dipping their 
tails in and then licking them. Mr. Jesse tells 
of rats who performed a similar feat with an 
oil-bottle. But this is nothing in compari- 
son with the acuteness of Degrandpre’s mon- 
key. Left with an open bottle of aniseed 
brandy, he sucked what he could from it 
with tongue and fingers, and then poured 
sand into the bottle till the rest run over. Le 
>| Vaillant, the African traveller, had with him 
dogs and a monkey. When the monkey was 
weary he leapt on a dog’s back for a ride. 
The dog on such occasions quietly stood still. 
The monkey, fearing to be left behind, would 
presently jump off and hasten to the cara- 
van; the dog, with stadious politeness, took 
good care to give him precedence. An ele- 
phant—we must at onee apperd one tale 
abéut the elephant, whose great sagacity 
makes him the hero of a thousand and one 
—an elephant belonging to an officer in 
the Bengal afmy, was left during the long 
absence of his master to a keeper: who, as 
ever’elephant-ostlers will do, cheated him of 
his rations. When the master came back, 
the poor half-starved elephant testified the 
greatest joy ; the keeper in his master’s pre- 
sence, put, of course, the full allowance of 
food before the elephant, who immediately 
divided it into two parts; one representing 
his short commons, which he devoured greedi- 
ly ; the other representing the amount to 
which he had been defrauded in his dinners, 
he left. ‘The officer of course understood 
the hint, and the man confessed his breach 
of trust. 

We must get rid of another story of an 
elephant; like the last, perfectly credible. 
Elephants have more sagacity than dogs, and 
of dogs few tales that are current are doubt- 
ful. This is the tale of an elephant in the 
Jardin des'Plantes, for which we are obliged 
to Mr. Broderip. A painter used to study 
from the animals in the garden, and was 
minded once to paint the elephant. But of 
course he must paint him in an attitude ; and 
even the sagacity of the elephant failed to 
understand that the master wished him to 
keep his mouth open, and hold op his trunk. 
The artist therefore, got a little boy, and en- 
trusted to his care a bag of apples, which he 
was to throw in the elephant’s mouta one by 
one, obliging him in this way to keep his 
trunk uplifled. “The apples,” says Mr. Bro- 
derip, “‘ were numerous, but the painterjwas 
not a Landseer, and as he had not the facul- 
ty of seizing and transfeering character with 
Edwin’s: magical power and rapidity, the 
task was tedious. By the master’s directions, 
the boy occasionally deceived the elephant 
by a simulated chuck, and thus eked out the 
supply, Notwithstanding the just indigna- 
tion of the balked expectant, gourmandise 
checked his irritable impatience ; and, keep- 
ing his eyes on the still well-filled bag, he 
bore the repeated disappointment, craunching 
an apple, when it chanced to come, with ap- 
parent glee. At length the last apple was 
thrown and craunched, the empty bag was 
laid aside, and the elephant applied himself 
to his water tank as if for the purpose of 
washing down his repast. A few more touch- 
es would have completed the picture, when 
an overwhelming douche from his well-ad- 
justéd tronk obliterated the design, and 
drenched the discomfited painter. Having, 
by this practical application of retributive 
justice, executed judgment on the instigator, 
the elephant, disdaining the boy, whom he 
regarded as the mere instrument of wrong, 
marched proudly round his enclosure, loudly 

trumpeting forth his triamph.” 


We, have left that story in the pleasant 
words of its accomplished narrator. Mr. 
Thomson now shall tell us one in his way, 
and then we will go on with our own random 
recollections of the pleasant books, by means 
of which these gentlemen have poisoned our 
heads with taleg. This illustrates the faculty 
of imitation :—“ An oranotan, brought up 
by Pere Carbasson, became so fond of him, 
that wherever he went, it always secmed de- 
sirous of accompanying him; whenever, there- 
fore, he had to perform the service of his 
charch, he was under the necessity of shut- 
ting him upin a room. Once, however, the 
animal escaped, and followed the father to 
the church, where, silently mounting the 
sounding board above the pulpit, he lay 
perfectly still till the sermon commenced. 
He then crept to the edge, and overlooking 
the preacher, imitated all his gestures in so 
grotesque a manner, that the whole congre- 
gation were unavoidably urged to laugh. 
The father, surprised and confounded at this 
ill-timed levity, severely rebuked their inat- 
tention. The reproof failed in its effect; the 
congregation still laughed, and the preacher, 
in the warmth of his zeal, redoubled his vo- 
ciferations and actions; these the ape imita- 
ted so exactly, that the congregation conld 
no longer restrain themselves, but burst out 
into a loud and tohtinued laughter.” Of 
course a friend stepped up to aeduaint the 
preacher with the existence of a second per- 
son above the sounding-board, co-operating 
with him zéalously. And of course the cul- 
prit was taken Gut by the séetvants of thie 
churth with 4 face expressive of insulted in- 
nocence. ) | 

There was a dog trained to run on errand’ 
for his master; who was tratting homie one 


evening along a bye-toad, with a basket con- 
taining hot pies for his master’s supper, when 
two highwaymen dogs burst out upon him, 
and while he dogfulfy fought one, the other 
burglariously broke into his basket. The 
dog who was waylaid saw instantly that 
fighting would not save the pies; the pies 
must go, and it resolved itself into 4 qtiestion 
who should eat them. He at once gave up 
his contest with the adtersaty; if the pies 
were to be eaten—among dogs, at least— 
his right was the best, so he immediately 
darted on the basket and devoured all that 


remained. 
A story of an elephant again comes to the 


surface. At Madagascar, an elepbant-driver 
had a cocoa-nut given him, which he wan- 
tonly struck twice against the elephant’s fore- 
head to break it. The next day they were 
passing by some cocoa.-nuts in the street ex- 
posed for sale. The elephant took up one, 
and began to knock it on the driver’s head : 
the result, unhappily, was fatal. Elephants 
commonly discriminate so well, as to appor- 
tion punishment to the offence against them: 
they are considerate, merciful, and magnani- 
mous, Another story of an elephant, we 
think, occurs in one of Mr. Broderip’s books. 
A visitor to an elephant at a fair, having 
given to him one by one, a number of good 
gingerbread-nuts, thought it a good joke to 
end by giving him at once a bag full of the 
hottest kind. The elephant, distressed with 
pain, took bucket-full after bucket-full of 
water, and the joker, warned of his danger, 
had barely escaped over the threshold before 
the bucket was flung violently after his de- 
parting figure. A year afterwards, the fool- 
ish fellow came again, with gingerbread in 
one pocket and hot spice in the other. He 
began with his donations of gingerbread, and 
then modestly substituted one hot nut. The 
moment it was tasted by the elephant, the of- 
fender was remembered, and caught up into 
the air by his clothes; his weight tore them, 
and he fell, leaving the elephant his tails and 
some parts of his trowsers. The animal put- 
ting them on the floor set his foot upon 
them, and having deliberately picked out of 
the pockets and eaten all the gingerbread 
that he considered orthodox, he trod upon 
the rest, and threw the tails away. 

The Cape baboons appear to have a tact 
for battle, like the Caffres. Lieutenant 
Shipp headed twenty men, to recapture sun- 
dry coats and trowsers stolen by a Cape ba- 
boon. He made a circuit to cut off the ma- 
rauders from their caverns; they observed 
him, and detaching a small troop to guard 
the entrance, kept their posts. They could 
be seen collecting large stones, under the 
active superintendence of an old grey-head- 
ed baboon, who appeared to be issuing his 
orders as a general. ‘The soldiers rushed to 
the attack, when down came an avalanche 
of enormous stones, and Britons left ba- 


boons the masters of their situation. 
Of monkey tricks, the Indians have an amnu- 


sing fable. A man went on a journey with 
a monkey and a goat, and he took with him, 
for his refreshment rice and curds. Arrived 
at a tank, the man resolved to bathe and 
dine. While he was in his bath, the monkey 
ate his dinner, and, having wiped his mouth 
and paws on the goat’s beard, he left the 
goat to settle his account. When the man 
came out of the bath, and found his dinner 
gone, it was quite easy to see by the goat’s 


beard who had stolen it. 
The monkey was no ass. The sense of 


asses is not rated very high; but that is a 
mistake about them. They are shrewder 
people than we take them for, and kind- 
hearted as well. A poor higgler, living near 


Hawick, had an ass for his only companion 


and partner in the business. The higgler, 
being palsied, was accustomed to assist him- 
self often upon the road, by holding to the 
ass’s tail. Once, on their travels, during a 
severe winter, the man and ass were plunged 
into a snow-wreath, near Rule Water. Af- 
ter a hard struggle, the ass got out: but, 
knowing that his helpless master was still 
buried, he made his way to him, and placed 
himself so that his tail lay ready to his part- 

ner’shand, The higgler grasped it, and was 
dragged out to a place of safety. Zoologi- 

cally speaking, it ought not to be thought 
disrespectful in a man to call his friend 


“an ass.” 
Elephants, again. They show their good 


taste, and are very fond of children. Dr. 
Darwin says: The keeper of an elephant, 
in his journey in India, sometimes leaves 
him fixed to the ground by a length of chain, 
while he goes into the woods to collect food 
for him ; and, by way of reciprocal atten- 
tion, ooke the elephant to mind his child—a 
child: unable to walk--while he is gone. 
The animal defends it; lets it creep about 
his legs; and when it creeps to the extremi- 
ty of the chain, he gently wraps his trunk 
about the infant’s body, and brings it again 


into the middle of the circle: 
And now we cannot clear our minds of 


elephants without unburthening a story 
which we have heard from a tale-teller, with 
Indian experience, and which we imiigine to 
be now first told in print: It caiises us to 
feel, that in a parliament of animals, ele- 
phanie would have divided in favor of a ten 
hours’ bill: ‘There was a large ship’s rudder 
to be floated; men were busy about it one 


evening, when a file of elephants were pass- | 


ing, on the way home from work, and it was 
proposed and carried that an elephant might 
as well save them their pains, and push the 
thing into the water for them. So an ele- 

phant was brought, and put his head down, 

and appeared to push with might, but not a 
beam stirred. Another was bro’t to help 
him with the same result; and finally, as 
many elephants as the riidder would allow, 
seemed to be busy, and did nothing. So 
the elephants went home. They had struck, 
and declined working out of business hottrs. 
Next morning, on the way to work, one ele- 
phant was brought, and pushed the rudder 
down into the water, almost as a man might 
push a walking-stick. 

Stories illustrative of the kindness, grati- 
tude and kindred feelings, of which animals 
are capable, have no end: one follows on 
another; for, in fact, the animal, bird, beast, 
and fish, are all good fellows, if you come 
to know them properly. A rat tamed by a 
prisoner at Genf, slept in his bosom. Pun- 
ished for some fault, it ran away, but its an- 
ger or its fear died, and its love lived om ; 
in a month it returned. The prisoner was 
released, and in the joy of liberty it did not 
come into his mind to take his old compan- 
ion with him. The rat coiled itself up in 
some old clothes, left by his friend—all that 
was left of him, abstained from food, and 
died in three days. 

A surgeon at Dover saw in the streets a 
wounded terrier, and like a true man, took 
it home with him, cured it in two days and 
let it go. The terrier ran home, resulving 
to pay the doctor by instalments. For 
many succeeding weeks he paid a daily vis- 
it to the surgery, wagged his tail vio- 
lently for some minutes, and departed.—- 
Tail-wagging is dog’s money, and when this 
dog thought that he had paid in his own coin 
a proper doctor’s bill, the daily visit to the 
surgery was discontinued.— Dickens’ House- 
hold Words.

Its. Uncleanliness, 2nd. Taking food in- 
to the mouth of an unnatural temperatare. 
3d. The abuse of acids. 4th. Theuse of 
pearlash or saleratus in bread or othée food. 
5th, Fevers and many kinds of medicine. It 
is aseless to travel the world over to find 
pure air, if the breath is: coufaminated by 
diseased teeth and gums. ‘The loss of the 
teeth causes imperfect mastication; conse- 
quently the food is swajlowed in chunks and 
causes dyspepsia or painful digestion. The 
teeth should be cleansed by picking and 
brushing, after eating most kinds of food 
now used in civilised society. Chewing to- 
bacco weats away or destrofs thé érowns of 
the teeth. Nature designed that the teeth 
should be perfect, like the fingers; and 
doubtless they would be, if they were cleans- 
ed as often, If people would usually take as - 
much pains to clean the inside of their faces 
for their own health and comfort as they do 
the outside to gratify the sight of others; 
they would have better, and less decayéd 
teeth. 

All kinds of washes advertised to dissolve 
or remove the tartar of the teeth are either 
ignorant or base impositions upon the public. 
It should be carefully removed by instra- 
ments designed and suitable for the purpose ; 
and afterwards kept off with a tooth brish 
and suitable dentrifice. Filing teeth, or ré- 
pairing them, is of essential importaneée and 
from which mach benefit will be derived if 
properly done and at a suitable fimie— 
When the nataral teeth are gone, artificial 
ones are often used in eating, and are very 
useful in speaking, having a tendentey to 
lengthen life, as they relieve the ! tangs of 
much unnataral exertion, which uces ir- 
ritation and consequently languor. In 
general, people do not allow themselves time 
to clean their teeth, and it is lamentable that 
the health and comfort of many are sacrificed 
to their business, or to acquire unnecessary 
wealth. Most operations on the teeth, 
except extraction, are not necessarily pain- 
ful. 


To Mexp Iron Pors.—A writer in the 
Scientific American gives the following 
mode : 

Take two parts of sulphur, atid one part, 
by weight, of Gine-black lead, and pat the sul- 
phur in an old iron par, holditig it over the 
fire until the sulphur begins to melt, when 
the black lead is added, stirred well until all 
is mixed and melt and then-in. its molten 
state the compound i is. pouted on an iron 
plate ora smooth atone.

This important measure which has so long 
occupied the attention of Congress, passed the 
House of Representatives on Wednesday last, 
by a vote of 107 to 56. It grants to any person 
who is the head of a fumily the right to locate, 
free of cost, 160 acres of public land. provided 
he owns no other land, and will actually seitle 


ed upon the land he enters and remain thereon 


five years. 

The effect of this measure will be to greatly 
depreciate the ‘value of Bounty Land Warrants 
already issued. 

The following are the leading provisions : 


«Sec. 1. That any person who is the head 
of a family and a citizen of the United States, 


| or any person who is the head of a family, and: 


had become a citizen prior tu the first of January, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-two, as required by 
the naturalization Jaws of the United States, 
shall,.from and after the passing of this act, be 
entitled to enter, free of cust, one quarter section 
of vacant and unappropriated public lands, or a 
quantity equal thereto, to be located in a body in 
conformity with the Jegal subdivisions of the 
public lands, and after the sume shall have been 
surveycd. 

“Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
person applying for the benefit of this act shall, 
upon application to the register of the land of- 
fice in which he or she is about to make such 
entry, make affidavit befyre the said register 
that he or she is the head of a family, and is not 
the owner of any estate in land at the time of 
such application, and has not disposed of any 
estate in land to obtain the benefits of this act ; 
and upon making the affidavit with the register, 
he or she shall thereupon be permitted to enter 
the quantity of land already specified.  Provi- 
ed, however, That no certificate shall be given 
or patent issued therefor until the expiration of 
five years from the date of such entry ; and if, 
at the expiration of such time, the person making 
such entry, or if he is dead, his widow, or, in 
case of ber death, his heirs or devisee ; or, in case 
of a widow making such entry, her heirs or de- 
visee, in case of her death, shall prove by two 
credible witnesses that he, she, or they have con- 
tinued to reside upon and cultivate said land. 
and still reside upon the same, and have not 
i the same or any part thereof, then in 
such case, he, she, or they shall be entitled toa 
patent, as in other cases provided for by law.

ber of my medical friends have their expecta- 
tions greatly excited just now, by the applica- 
tion for Therapeutic purposes of an indigenous 
medical plant, which is éupposed to grow abun- 
dantly among us; I must beg the favor of a 
smal] space in your paper, (which, though not 
a medical Journal, is extensively read by physi- 

cians,) in order to corrrect a mistake into 
| which many have been led. Without assuming 
a censorship over the practice of my friends, or 
the remedial agente they deem it proper to use ; 
yet when they have been inadvertently led into 
error. I hope they will take the correction in the 
same kindly spirit in which it is offered. 

I allude to the plant called by Botanist's Ver- 
atrum Viride. It is prepared and sold at an ex- 
travagant price, by Dr. Norwood, of Georgia— 
five dollars per ounce for his saturated Tincture. 
That it isa medium of great potency, is too 
well established to admit of a doubt. I had the 
pleasure of hearing the Professor of Muteria 
Medica, Dr Frost, read an elaborate essay on its 
medical qualities, and the diseases to which it 
was applicable; and in several conversations with 
the professor afterwards, I um satisfied that it 
possesses at least a large portion of the powers 
accorded toit. Dr. Robinson, of Winsboro’, has 
also used it extensively, and sustains the high 
commendation of Dr. Frost. The error, howev- 
er, which I wish to correct, is in the article 
used. Now, those who are using it, or at least 
many of them, were under the impression that 
it was a plant known in our vernacular as “‘Crow 
poison,”—* Fly poison,’—* Itch weed,” and 
“White Hellebore.” The white Hellebore grows 
abundantly on rich hill sides, and by Botanists 
is called, Veratrum Luteum, the leaves of which, 
are described by Elliot in his Botany of South 
Carolina, as lanceolate, somewhat succulent 
and without nerves; whereas‘in the Veratrum 
Viride, the leaves are broad, oval and plaited ; 
and Eaton describes the White Hellebore as hav- 
ing leaves sessile; narrow and lanceolate, and 
those of the Viride as broad, ovate, and many 
nerved. Both varieties belong in the artificial, 
or Linngan system to the class Herandria, and 
order Trigenia, and belong together with colchi- 
cum and other plants to the family known as 
Colchicacee—Melanthacee. 

By referring to Bigelow’s Medical Botany, a 
colored plate, representing the full grown plant 
in bloom of the Veratrum Viride can be seen.— 
it is called swamp Hellebore. J have been thus 
particular, that those who are inclined to use it. 
may do so understandingly, as a common opia- 
ion prevailed, that it was the white Hellebore. 

I will merely add, in conclusion, that should 
any of my medical friends wish to make farther 
inquiry, I will, with great pleasure, answer their 
, wishes.

Todo this, 
a liberal allowance should be made in pitching 
the crop for unpropitious seasons.

Weare by no means the 
only Catholic editors in the Union who thinks 
it better to be perfectly frank and honest, than 
tobe -* prudent”—to use the mildest term we 
can find—-and we are not alone in dreading, 
above all things, the praise and sympathy and 
good will of heretics as such, and coveting, from 
them, nothing beyond some portion of that abuse 
which they heap upon all good Christians, upon 
our pastors, upon the Saints, and upon their 
most sweet and holy Queen.” 

We give one more extract . 

“ We will say, however, that we are not in 
favor of roasting heretics, and that, if this sort 
of work is to be revived—though in our misera- 
ble times it ie quite impossible, since men have 
no belief which they care to propagate, or for 
which they dare endure—if persecution is to be 
renewed. we should rather be its victims than its 
agents; but we are not, therefore, going to 
deny the facts of history, or to blame the Saints 
of God and the dectors and pastors of the church, 
for what they have done and sanctioned. We 
say that the temporal punishment of heresy isa 
mere question of angpeeney, that Protestants 
do not prosecute us here, simply because they 
have not the power; and that it is merely be- 
cause we cannot do so, or think that, by doing 
so, we should injure the cause that we wish to 
serve.” 


Fata Agrray-—On Thursday, the 6th inst. 
a quarrel and a fight occurred in this District 
between Benjamin Ellis and John Shaw, which 
resulted in the death of John Shaw on Monday 
evening iast. An inquest was held on the dead 
body, and the finding of the Jury was, in effect, 
that the deceased came to his death by misfor- 
tune, and contrary to the will of Ellis. We un- 
derstand that Ellis has entered into recognizance 
toappear at the next Court of Sessions, that the 
matter may be enquired into. This being the 
fact, any further remarks by us would be im- 
proper. A legal investigation should be bad 
without bias.—- Yorkville Miscellany.
